STORED UP MUNTIONS. 

A year ago McIntyre bought a rifle 
from Charles Hernreich of 756 South 
State street for $12. Later he purchased 
a shotgun. Then the two went about it 

systematically to provide themselves with 
ammunition. They had more than 500 
shells, some filled with buckshot and some 


with homemade slugs. | 

In his bedroom the Negro surrounded 
himself with objects that fired his mur- 
derous zeal.

RUSSIAN WEDGE 
MOVES FORWARD 


Slavs Drive Germans Beyond 
River Barter Southeast 
~—— of Rallway Genter, 


PHETROGRAD, July 18.—A Russian vic- 
tory over Teutonic forces in southern 
Volhynia has resulted in their being driv- 
en across the Lipa river and beyond that 
stream, says a war office statement issued 
today. The Germans.have retreated near- 
ly ten miles under the swift advance of 
Gen. Kaledin’s left wing, which is driving 
on Kovel, the big ralfl center. 

Indications are, the statement adds. 
that the retreat, which was made‘heces- 
sary when several Russian regiments 
broke through the German front and 
threatened to surround a’ part of Gen. 
von Linsingen’s army, wes effected in the 
greatest disorder. — 

The Russian left wing in southern Buko- 
wina again is in motion against the rein- 
forced Austrian armies. In the north, in 
the Riga-Dvinsk region, Gen. Kuropat-

SPREAD OF INFANT MALADY. 


Persons Leaving City Required to 
Give Certificates of Health—Death 
Rate Doubled in Day. : 


New York, July 18.—To prevent the 
epidemic of infantile paralysis here from 
spreading to other parts of the country. 
all persons leavihg New. York City for 
other states will be required to furnish 
certificates setting forth that the prem- 
ises tn which they live; or have lived, 
are not, and have not been affected by 
the disease, it was announced here to- 
night by Dr. Charies BE. Banks,4senior 
surgeon of the United States public 
health service. 

The disease made a pronounced ad- 
vance today. The daily bulletin shows 
an increase of nearly 100 per cent in 
deaths and of more than 30 per cent in 
new cases. During the twenty-four hours 
the plague killed twenty-six children 
and there were 121 new cases reported.

Ald. Otto Kerner and Ald. A. J. Fisher, 
members of a subcommittee of the finance 
committee, called the meeting. Among 
those. who attended were Supt.

Whitman and the board of inspectors of 
the bridewell—John J. Sloan, Raiph Esau, 
and Joseph J. Jands—and representatives 
of several charity organizations, includ- 
ing Bugene T. Lies, superintendent for 
the United Charities. 


| New Members in Doubt. 

Mr. Sloan and Mr. Esau recently were 
appointed on the board by Mayor Thomp- 
gen, and they asked for more time to fa- 

themselves with the details of 
the plen and the general finances of the 
bridewell. They expressed some doubt 
whether the plan as already outlined did 
not contemplate too great a financial out- 
lay. | | 
“ We don’t want to bite off more than 
we can chew,” said Mr. Esau. “ When 
we start this system we want to start it 
on a firm basis so that there will be no 
collapse. We don’t want to start it on 
too big a scale and then have to stop it.” 

The plan before the subcommittee calls 

for the distribution of $15,000 among de- 
pendent families this year at the rate of 
$8 a week—the earning power of a worker 
in one of the industries being estimated 
at $1 a day and the cost of his mainte- 
mance ag half that sum. It had been sug- 
gested that on this basis 200 families 
could be “ carried on the pay roll,’”’ but 
Mr. Sloan and Mr. Esau advanced a belief 
that a start should be made with 100 fam- 
ilies. |

BIG FINANCIER, 
DIES AT HIS HOME 
One Time Member of Famous 
Reld-Moore Syndicate 
Passes Away, 


HIS CAREER A METEORIC ONE, 


James Hobart Moore, whose career was 
one of the big chapters in financial his- 
tory, and who with his brother, William 
Henry Moore of New York, headed the 
famous Moore Bros. syndicate which 
failed for $20,000,000 in 1896, died yester- 
day at his summer home in Lake Geneva. 
A meteoric rise from an ure law- 
yer to a financial king, almost as 
sudden plunge into bankruptcy, and a 
second rise to fortune even greater than 
the first—that tells the story of James H. 
Moore. 

During early days following the 
panic of 1 the Moores obtained control 
of the Diamond MatcH company and 
were supposed to be irretrievably ruined 
by the crash of this concern in 1806. With- 
in a short time, however, they were back 
on their feet, and the first big step was to 
finance the National Biscuit company 
with a capital of $55,000,000. Later in 
connection with Daniel G. Reid and W. 
B. Leeds they organized the American 
Tin Plate company with e capital of 


company, with a capital of $59,000,000, 
the American Steel Hoop company, with 
$33,000,000, and the American Sheet 
Metal company, with $49,000,000. In 
March, 1901, they helped consolidate the 
steel and iron industries into the United 
States Steel corporation. 


Paid Back Every Cent. 

The various companies were taken into 
the steel corporation on their face value, 
the indebtedness of the Moore brothere 
was paid off, and each had a huge fortune 
left. 

The brothers and Mr. Reid also are said 
to have made enormous sums out of the 
acquisition and financing of the Rock 
Island railroad. This was the next big 
venture they undertoow The road finally 


capitalization and was placed in the hands 
of a federal court receiver. 


Starts Career as Clerk. 
Mr. Moore was 64 years old. He was 
born in Berkshire, N. Y., June 14, 1852, 
and started his career as a clerk in a bank 
at Binghaniton, N. Y. He came to Chi- 
cago and entered the practice of law in 
1873. 

He was interested in horses and at one 
time was president of the Chicago Horse 
Show association. He gave up the old 
Moore homestead at 2922 Michigan ave- 
nue when automobile row made life there 
unpleasant, but the residence has never 
been sold. 

For the last tem years he had been in 
poor health. The sudden death of his 
only son, Nathaniel, several years ago 
was a great shock to him. He spent his 
winters at his home in Santa Barbara, 
Cal., and his summers in Lake Geneva.

ILLINOIS STRIKE 
Lead Miners’ Riot Impends 


in Hardin County; Dunne 
Sends Investigators. 


Springfield, Ill., July 18.—Sheriff McGin- 
nins of Hardin county today sent a tele- 
gram to Gov. Edward F. Dunne, asking 
that state troops be sent to Rosiclare to 
stop violence among striking lead miners. 
A riot was imminent, he said. 

The governor promised to start an in- 
vestigation immediately. : 

Sheriff McGinnins’ telegram said: 

“For two weeks a conspiracy against 
lives and property has existed dt Rosi- 
clare. Have sworn in deputies, yet night- 
ly citizens are shot at and homes shot into. 
Last night a deputy and three citizens 
were shot and seriously wounded by hid- 
den assassins. Am unable to preserve 
peace or quell the riot which is imminent. 
Two hundred armed conspirators are pa- 
trolling the streets and preventing the 
deputies from hunting the. assassins o 
last night.” 

Gov. Dunne answered: 

“Have directed Assistant Adjt. Gen. 
Shand and James F. Morris, secretary of 
the state mining board, to take the next 
train for Golconda.

Since the appear- 
ance of the article reférred to I have 
had so many inquiries for further in- 
formation on the subject that I have 
thought best to devote another article to 
it, the interest in this plant seeming to be 
becoming general. | 6 
A soil that will grow this begonia to per- 
fection is made up of one part leaf mold— 
or the best substitute for it that I have 
any knowledge of—turfy matter scraped 
from the bottom of old sods—one part good 
garden loam, and one part clean, sharp 
sand. | 
Mix these together and you havea com- 
post that is friable, porous, and well 
adapted to any plant having fine fibrous 
roots. I have purposely omitted the men- 
tion of manure, because I have found it 
more satisfactor’, in the long run, to ap- 
ply plant food when needed, and in such 
uantities as may seem to be required, 
an to make the soil rich from the start.

When the tubers of this begonia are 
procured, spread them out on shallow 
pans or boxes of sphagnum moss, if you 
can get it, and leave them there until they 
sprout. Keep the moss warm and moist 
at all times. If moss is not procurable a 
piece of old blanket or carpet will answer 
the purpose. Whatever is used should be 
thick enough to retain moisture, 

It is not absolutely necessary to sprout 
the tubers in this manner if you can tell 
which is top or bottom, but frequently 
they look so much alike that you cannot 
be sure which is which until sprouts ap- 
pear. It will not do to plant them wrong- 
side up. 

I would give each tuber ore inch pot, 
if used singly.

In planting the tuber settle it down into 
the soll to the depth of an inch, som more, 
If covered too deeply the tubd«r fails} 
to do well, decay frequently s< a in at 
the junction of stalk and root.

But at no time will the plant re- 
quire more water than is sufficient to 
make—and keep—the soil moist all 
through. Good drainage shoulé be pro-

It 
is evident the officials of the exchange 
intend to stop illegitimate attempts to 
influence values and will visit severe pen- 
alties on members who carelessly report 
and do not verify fully damage before 
reporting it publicly.

Black rust news was in some cases of 
too sensational a character to give out, 
and some of the reports received by 
commission houses were not given gen- 
eral circulation. The rust is spreading 
rapidly in some sections, and the area 
affected is constantly widening. In one 
instance damage of TO per cent was 
claimed, and one farm owner said his 
1,200 acres would hardly be worth cut- 
ting. This last report came from Ellen- 
dale, N. D. It will be some time yet be- 
fore thé first spring wheat will be ready 
to cut, although the hot weather is has- 
tening the crop to maturity. The buy- 
ing response in view of the bullish char- 
acter of the news was comparatively 
feeble and the selling on the advances 
was heavy, the market acting overbought 
at times. oe:
